adequate reserve. The wines are subject to chemi- 
cal analysis by authority.” 











CuamraGne.—‘T he best brands” madein New 
York.—At the present time in New York there are 
thirteen establishments which manufacture cham- 
pagne, or, in other words convert stili wines into 
sparkling ones, for no process has yet been discoy- 
ered for producing an artificial wine which possess- 
es the flavor and other qualities of the product of 
the grape. These manufacturers use for their pur- 
pose a light French, and sometimes, it sparkiing 
is to be produced, a German wine. The wine, af- 
ter being prepared by precipitating all substances 
which would, when charged with carbonic acid, be 
deposited in the bottle,is subject toa high pressure 
of carbonic acid by machinery, such as is used for 
the manufacture of soda water, and after being 
well agitated in contact with the gas, is bottled 
under pressure with a very ingenious machine.

CORN CROP OF OHIO—ITS IMPORTANCE 
AND INFLUENCE. 





Corn is the great staple crop of the United States, 
and few farmers have a correct idea of its magni- 
tude and importance. It far transends in value, 
the cotton, wheat, or any other productof the soil, 
and eurpasses any of them in the vaviety ard val- 
ue of its uses. It fattens cattle and hogs; it feeds 
negroes; it makes alcohol, and forms no small part 
of the general food of the nations. Accordingly 
it is in more general demand than any other article, 
and the increase or diminution of the crop produc- 
es more ultimate effect on the market of the coun- 
try. Itisacrop, which never fails; and which 
each year increases in the aggregate, beyond that 
of any other product. The following shows the 
progress of the corn crop, as ascertained by the 
census and State returns. The estimate for 1855 
is based on the returns of Ohio, and other states. 
It will be remembered the crop in the census of 
1840 and 1850 were the crops of the previous year: 


Bushels: 
Crop of 1839 377,531,000 
1849 592,531,000 
1855 850,000,000 


If the same rate of increase continues, the corn 
crop of 1860 will equal a thousand millions of bush- 
els! The value of the crop of 1855 was four hun- 
dred millions of dollars! and allowing for some 
depreciation in price, and an average growth, the 
crop of 1860 will be worth five hundred million. 
Of this vast amount, one-half was raised in the 
valley of the Ohio; and in this crop Ohio stwod first 
among all the States. In Ohio, the crop of 1854 
fell off largely, but that of 1855 was increased in 
a corresponding ratio, so that taking the two crops 
of 1854 ard 1855 together, they presented an aver- 
age amount. But the crop of 1856 again fell off 
largely, which became palpable during the past 
winter and spring, We have before us, derived 
artly from the State aud partly from the United 
tates returns, the corn crop of Ohio for a series 
of years. They might be of interest both to the 
merchant and farmer. They will also serve to cor- 
rect several errors, in the popular mind, in reg 
to the variation of the corn crop.

Curcumo.—Ed. Prarie Farmer: If you allow 
“new comers” to bring with them tothe Prairie 
State the experience elsewhere acquired, I will give 
you a word about the curculio, concerning whose 
depredations I hear so_much. 

In 1852, having several flourishing plum trees, 
from which I had not been permitted to eat a parti- 
cle of fruit in consequence of the mischiveous 
pranks of this little marauder, one day when the 
plume were about the size of peas, seeing an old 
sareaparilla bottle tossed about with a hole in its 
side, the happy thought occured that this might 
answer very well ag an inquisitore’s prison for the 
little heretics. 

Accordingly a half pint of molasses and water 
slightly avidulated with vivegar put into the bottle, 
a cork was fitted to its mouth, a string about its 
neck, and the sarsapariila bottle like a black cul- 
prit, hung to a convenient central branch of a 
thriving damson. 

Within three days I had captured a hundred of 
the hump-backed gentry, with other rascally in- 
sects that think it an honor to filch the earnings 
of others. From time to time, throughout the sea- 
son, the bait was renewed as necessity required, 
and with the same success. 
crop from that lone tree; but not a plum matured 
on any of the other trees, standing ata distance 
of forty yards. 

The year following, several bottles, of different 
shapes and sizes, found their ribs punched in, and 
all my trees but one were advanced to the dignity 
of being gallows. The result was a full crop from 
each, except the neglected one, standing two rods 
from any of the rest. It produced, perhaps, the 
tenth of acrop. 

Since that time the experiment has been va- 
ried and has led me to the following conclusions: 
1, Where the mouth of the bottle is left open 
many escape. 

2. Where the mouth is corked, and the hole in 
the side left open, few, if any, escape. 
3. An open cup secures a few, but sends out oth- 
ers 80 well fed that they areable to do an extra 
amount of mischief. 
4. Where the trees stand thick on the ground, a 
bottle to every alternate tree will be sufficient. 
Farmers, gather up your old bottles, try the ex- 
periment, ond report the result next fall to the 
Prairie Farmer. If it succeed, the vanity to be 
fed next year on sorghum saccharatum will enable 
us to capture every curculio in the state. M. Car- 
linville, Ill., June 1, 1857.—Prairie Furmer.

It wasruled otherwise; and as no 
account was taken of the original civil marriage, 
from which the petitioner sprang, the decision was 
fatal. As early, however, as 1852, the petitioner 
had commenced the construction of aclaim based 
upon the validity of this prior contract, and at 
last, after the decision against him in 1854, he re- 
paired to New York, and institated proceedings 
for the establishment of bis legitimacy in the place 
of his birth. And here, at length, after so many 
struggles, he was succeesful, for in an action 
brought in the Supreme Court of New York,it was 
decided that the “first”? marriage of William Shed- 
don with the mother of the petitioner was a valid 
marriage, and the petitioner as the issue of such 
marriage and lawful heir of his father, seems

It is impossible not to sympathize with strug- 
gles and fortunes like these’* Into the trials of 
1803 and 1542 we have no desire to enter, though 
we think ourselves bound in justice to observe 
that the judges before whom the case came for 
hearing expressed themselves very decidedly 
against the allegations ©! fraud which had been 
advanced. Omitting, however, these consider- 
ations. and passing over, as the petitioner himself 
now appears to do, the claim to the estate, it does
